Dear  Mr.  President: 


Out  of  the  class  that  meets  Thursday  after¬ 


noon  for  laboratory  vork  -  a  class  of  91  -  seven  attended  the  inter¬ 
faculty  games,  84  found  a  closed  building.  The  order  for  closing 
reached  us  from  the  Executive  offices  of  the  University  at  twelve 
o'clock  of  the  day  of  the  games,  at  which  time  preparations  had  been 
made  for  the  afternoon  session,  including  a  half  day  spent  by  one  of 
the  instructors  in  securing  perishable  material.  On  Wednesday,  before 
making  these  preparations,  I  tried  to  verify  an  announcement  in  Yarsity 
to  the  effect  that  "the  University  Buildings"  would  be  closed  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  and  learned  from  both  the  Superintendent's  office 
and  your  own  that  this  was  not  authoritative. 


May  I  make  a  suggestion  -  namely,  that  if  a  day  is  to  be 


set  apart  for  these  games  other  than  a  Saturday,  it  be  so  designated 
in  the  Calendar.  Why  not  hold  these  games  in  connection  v/ith  the 
opening  -  say,  following  your  address  to  the  students,  or  on  Thanks¬ 
giving  Day? 


As  it  is  nov7,  there  are  practically  tv;o  laboratory  holidays  - 


including  Thanksgiving  Day  -  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  year,  at  a 
time  when  they  are  least  needed  and  most  disconcerting.
